What makes a (Catholic steward? 


When it comes to stewardship, what makes our giving really Catholic? First, 
it involves a sense of the call to tell the world about Christ. Sometimes we 
can get too narrowly focused in life. The same thing can happen as a parish. 

However, OLBH has had a history of reaching out. Last year, we gave 
$7,500 to our six sister parishes on Standing Rock. This money helps them 
with the priests' salaries, insurance, travel and other general costs. The 
relationship with Standing Rock began while you were still in debt from 
renovating in 1996. So you have a history of helping others even though you 
have your own needs. 

Also, OLBH donated $4,752 for flood relief in the Pierre area last fall, and 
several parishioners went to help with clean-up or repair projects. Then 
there are the national special collections which are offered each year (Black 
and Indian Missions, Catholic Home Missions, etc.). 

Catholic stewards have a sense of the universal Church and reach out to the 
poor in every corner of the world. In a few weeks, we will offer people the 
opportunity to by Fair Trade products from the Third World because of a 
project coordinated by Catholic Relief Services (CRS), the international 
charitable office for the U.S. Catholic Church. CRS began after WW II to help 
the poor in Europe after the war, and now reaches out to the poor in 90 
countries. Every Lent we take up a collection to support CRS. 

In a special way. Catholics support their local diocese. Next week, is our 
diocesan Annual Appeal. In preparation for the appeal, please review the 
brochure sent in the mail from the bishop which outlines the services 
provided by various programs. 

Most of all, I urge you to pray about how you can participate. Catholic 
stewardship is prayer centered. We need to pray constantly about how to 
use our gifts as God wills. In preparation for the appeal next Sunday, PRAY 
about your level of giving. 

I have found that when I pray about how to use my talents or my treasure, 
God normally inspires me to give beyond what I think is possible. Prayer 
engenders confidence and trust when I would otherwise be anxious. 
Prayerful generosity brings a sense of freedom from possessions and a 
simultaneous trust in God's providence. St. Paul says that we are "stewards 
of the mysteries of God" (1 Cor. 4:1). Pray that you will be good steward.
